Group I, drawn to insecticidal hybrid proteins is distinct from Group II, drawn to 
insecticidal hybrid proteins since they comprise different structural requirements. For 
example, Group I recites a domain III of a native B. thuringiensis delta endotoxin CrylF 
protein, whereas Group II recites a domain III of a B. thuringiensis delta endotoxin of a 
CrylA protein. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
